HOW TO REACH THE KAMP BY PRIVATE AUTO 

To drive to Kneen’s Kamp by auto, take any of the 
numerous boulevards to Santa Monica, thence north along 
the Malibu (or beach road)' for a distance of 6 miles to 
entrance to Topanga Canyon, turn to right, follow Canyon 
Drive for another 6 miles and you will arrive at Kamp. 

Or drive through Hollywood, Cahuenga Pass and Ven¬ 
tura Boulevard through the beautiful San Fernando Val¬ 
ley to Topanga Drive, turn to left, follow drive for a 
distance of about 7 miles to Kamp. 

A trip through beautiful Topanga Canyon will well 
repay you for the effort, as it is one of Southern Cali¬ 
fornia’s most scenic drives, and something you will never 
forget.
